2001-240455 (Y reference from Int'l Search Report), JP 2001-226160 (Y reference from 
International Search Report), Hyodo et al., Ye et al., Tanimura (JP '457 A), Tanimura 
(JP '474 A), JP 2001 -026474 A, JP 2002-01 2464 A, Nishida (JP 2004284873 A), or 



Nakagawa et al. '118. 
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All of the above cited references teach a high strength concrete of the applicants' 
compressive strength and also contain either an expansive agent and/or shrinkage 
reducing agent in amounts anticipating applicants' claims. Even if not anticipated, 
overlapping ranges of amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art (please refer to the abstract and claims for each reference above. For the 
PCT International Search Report References, see the actual search report writeup as 
well). 

Note that the final reference, Nakagawa teahes an expanding agent added to 
high strength concrete in amount of 5-25 wt% (CaO expanding agent) and thus 
anticipates applicants' claims. Even if not anticipated, amounts overlap rendering it 
prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Specification: 

The specification is objected to because the expansive additive and shrinkage 
reducing agent are both either trademarks and tradenames and do not point out what 
the actual identity of these expansive agents and/or shrinkage reducing agents are for 
the instant invention. Please provide the chemical compounds of these tradenames and 
add them to the specification.
